This election marks my trans- 
tion from the role of an “unscru- 
pulous and tryrannical dictator” 
to the role of a servant of a con- 
stitutional democracy, a constitu- 
tional labor movement—some 
change for a dictator. 

What is there that one can say 
under circumstances such as 
these? Words after all are rather 
futile things and weak. The 
things that count in life are 
deeds 
equities of proper relationships. 
Uniess my thoughts and purposes 
are in some degree virtucus and 
meritorious; it would be a futile 
thing for me to undertake to im- 
press with their merit and virtue. 

Men and women judge for 
themselves. They judge as they see 
and as they learn in the experi- 
ences of life, so after all, no word 
of mine can add to that which 
you have done in selecting me as 
your servant, because your ser- 
vant I am, and proud to be 80. 
Each of you sitting here who 
have participated in this selection 
act not for yourselves. You are 
here representing tae men and 
women who stand behind you in 
their home localities ana who 
sent you here in a representative 
capacity, because, first, they have 
confidence in you, and then, sec- 
ondly, they hope that something 
you do will be helpful to them, 
will help them to ease the bur- 
dens of everyday existence, neip 
them to stave off that ever visibie 
fear of tomorrow in the in days 
of adversity. They feel stronger 
in association each with the 
other, and they feel stronger in 
selecting you as their representa- 
tive to come here to the Congress 
of all labor in the United States 
and Canada, to reason each with 
the other, to resolve to do those 
things that you mutually agree 
may be desirable.

No word nor no deed of mine 
can add to that responsible nor 
the right of your representation, 
nor the merit of your cause, be- 
cause after all I merely under- 
take to express and articulate in 
a police way the things that you 
say to me, the instructions you 
impose upon me, and the things 
that are in the hearts of the men 
and women back in the organiza-— 
tions, and back in the homes of 
the workers in America’s indus- 
tries. 

If I fail to understand my m- 
structions, if I fail to comprehend 
what you really mean in pour 
resolves, if I fail to carry.out the’ 
purposes and the idealism that is 
in the hearts of the workers of 
this country, no Chamber of 
Commerce and no Association of 
Manufacturers, no politician in 
this country need fear my in- 
fluefice, because the moment I 
fail to do those things the con- 
fidence of the workers of this 
country will be withdrawn from 
me and my influence will be gone, 
and my volce will be of no more 
value than the most humble citi- 
zens going about his obscure toil. 
And if it may at any time be 
true, as some say, that I misrep- 


sent the aims of the workers of 


this country, then let all of the 
enemies of labor pe of good cheer, 
because under those circum- 
stances I will lack the power to 
discommode them or inconveni- 
ence them or disarrange their af- 
fairs, or trample upon their spe- 
cial privileges. 

But if in reverse ratio I do in 
truth and in fact represent what 
really lies in the hearts and in 
the minds of those millions ofp 
men and women, then let their 
enemies beware and let their ad- 
versaries take counsel, because 
that is a force and an influence,

My strength is only the 
strength of the multitude when 
the multitude gives a grant of 
authority to represent it, but 
when they send their grant of 
authority then my strength is 
multiplied and multiplied in pro- 
gressive ratio, and it becomes a 
strength to be reckoned with in 
the realm of affairs in our de- 
mocracy, and h. this day. 

There are those who profess to 
believe,—and some of them have

leaders, particularly including 
myself.
